at is black and white and read from cover to cover? The Sha’ar 
Zahav Pride Freedom Seder Haggadah. 

“But what is a Pride Freedom Seder?” I can hear you asking. 
“I thought we only had seders at Passover.” 

Well, more and more people are holding Tu B’Shevat seders, 
and some Sefardi and Mizrachi communities today continue the ancient custom 
of holding Rosh Hashanah seders. The Pride Freedom seder is a new ritual that’s 
been observed in LGBT Jewish communities from Vienna to New York to Sydney. 
Held sometime during Pride Week, Pride Seders adapt the ancient rituals of our 
liberation from bondage three thousand years ago to observe and celebrate the lib- 
eration of our people since the Stonewall uprising in 1969. 

“So tell me about the Haggadah we use for this new observance.” 

Five years ago a group of Sha’ar Zahav members crafted a haggadah that would 
reflect our shul’s values. Our pride haggadah was inspired by and incorporated 
material from a text created by members of Bnai Jeshrun in New York, but most of 
it was written by Sha’ar Zahav members—more than twenty of us, in fact. It con- 
tains prayers and blessings, poems and stories, that carry us from past to future of 
our journey of liberation as queer Jews. 

“How else will this Seder be different from all other Seders?” 

Not only will we read from a different haggadah than we use at Passover, but 
we'll also drink several glasses of a different ritual beverage and discuss very differ- 
ent sacred items (no matzah! no roasted bones!). Seated around a festive table, we 
will eat, drink, share a new ritual, and feast on the luscious words of our fellow 
Sha’ar Zahavniks. It’s a perfect way to begin Pride Week. 

“So, how do I get an invite?” 

All are welcome, but you need to pre-register by Monday, June 15 to attend.

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| destroyed, Shavuot became the annual cele- 
bration of the giving (that is, the acceptance) 
of the Torah, and the counting of the omer 
became a vigil. Mere release from slavery felt 
incomplete. If life has no transcendent value, 
‘freedom’ by itself has no meaning.” Robert Greenberg 

Beginning with the second night of Pesach, we mark the 
period of seven weeks that links Pesach to Shavuot through 
the counting of the omer. 

On Pesach we left Egypt. On Shavuot, we celebrate the 
receiving of the Torah at Mount Sinai. Shavuot is the neces- 
sary complement to Pesach, for it alerts us to what may be the 
essential paradox of the Haggadah: that our ancestors used

their new-found freedom to choose whom they would serve, 
how they would serve, and the means by which they would 
serve. 

Freedom in Jewish tradition is always yoked to responsibil- 
ity. Freedom is not some abstract concept — it contains spe- 
cific obligations, spelled out in detail in the stories, texts, and 
traditions of our people. 

When the people gathered at Mount Sinai, they said, 
“Na’aseh v’nishma — we will do and we will hear.” This is a lot 
like saying, “ we commit to doing ‘something’ and that 
‘something’ will be based on the stories we hear from mem- 
bers in our own community.” 


Today, we continue to read Torah as the oldest and most 
sacred story of our community. But we don’t stop with Torah. 
Over the years, Jewish communities around the world have 
added the tales of their own communities to our sacred life. 
We read the prophets and the chronicles. We read Talmud 
and Mishnah, which, even though they are essentially books 
of law, are organized as a set of conversations and stories. We 
read midrash, the stories rabbis and other teachers told to 
draw out the values of our community. 

We still need to tell—and to hear—stories about our com- 
munity. That’s why the rabbis tell us that the people who 
heard God at Sinai only wrote down a small part of what was 
said. The rest they could not hear or understand, because it 
was the story of today, rather than yesterday. It is the obliga- 
tion of every generation of Jews to record our 
own Oral Torah, the story of our community 
today. 

We will be doing that at Sha’ar Zahav this 
month with our listening campaign. As we 
hear each others’ stories, however, we mus 
remember that the task we are given is not 
just “to hear” but also “to do.” Na’aseh 
vnishma. By setting out to learn about that which weighs 
most upon each other’s hearts at night, we make a tacit com- 
mitment to respond in some tangible way. As we listen, we 
will look for common concerns so that we can figure out if 
there is a way to have a group impact. 

Let’s share our stories and think together on how we can 
best respond. We truly can make our voices count.

Miller’s family underwrites a Scholar-in-Res- 
idence (SIR) weekend to honor Jeffrey’s 
memory, to help us learn and grow, and to 
encourage the larger community to come to 

2 Sha’ar Zahay. This past March, Professor 
en Feldblum, a faculty member of Georgetown University 
Law School and founder of The Moral Values Project, did just 
that. She not only delighted and challenged us with her wit, 
energy and insight, but drew many new faces into a weekend 
of teachings — a Friday night drash, a Shabbat luncheon dis- 
cussion and a Havdalah cocktail hour and lecture. 

While I cannot do full justice to the many strands of her 
teachings, I was cheered by her assertion that our country is 
going through a “tectonic shift in moral values” such that 
many honor the love between two people, regardless of their 
gender, as “morally good.” I certainly feel that moral good- 
ness in my own life. There are still many, however, who do 
not share these moral values. So we were enjoined to engage 
those who believe, for religious or other reasons, that such 
love is sinful in a discussion around moral values. (And I am 
very proud that our rabbi and many SFOP members had 
Qe begun this critical work.) 

I was also struck by both the audaciousness and obvious- 
ness of asserting that “moral values” are not owned by the 
radical right. That indeed we as LGBT and progressive Jews 
have placed “moral values” at the core of who we are and what 
we have stood for throughout the ages. Of course, the words 
we use to express our core beliefs are often different — words 
like tzedek and tikkun olam . But, I support Professor Feld- 
blum’s conviction that we need to reclaim “moral values” just 
as many have reclaimed “queer” — to make it our own and to 
place it in a larger context of social and Jewish values (Profes- 
sor Feldblum’s remarks will be available at The Moral Values 
Project website: http://www.law.georgetown.edu/moralvalue- 
sproject/.) 

Moral values were also at the heart of our Leadership 
Advance last November. Rabbi Samuel Joseph, a professor at 
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Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati, taught us that people 
and organizations live out their values on three different lev- 
els — through artifacts (what we see), espoused values (what is 
written) and a third and often unconscious or not clearly 
articulated layer of underlying value assumptions. According 
to Rabbi Joseph, change and growth happen by giving shape 
to these deeply embedded values. We began the journey of 
values clarification at the Advance. Unlike our Scholar-in- 
Residence weekend, however, we left with less clarity as to the 
values we must all pursue. The list was long; the discussions 
incomplete. But the interest in “moral values” remained 
powerful. 

In the coming weeks, our Local Organizing Committee of 
the San Francisco Organizing Project (SFOP) will be facilitat- 
ing another Listening Campaign. This will be an opportunity 
to listen to each other and discover ways in which our individ- 
ual needs, values and concerns connect to issues of moral val- 
ues and social justice. The last series of listening meetings 
identified access to health care as a moral imperative. And 
we set in motion a way to create positive change in our city. 
I’m eager to hear what moral values will emerge this time 
and what actions we will take. 

These are challenging times for all of us — and for each of 
us differently. Some have felt the immediate hard realities of 
job loss or pay cuts. Those with the past comfort of savings 
have seen account balances significantly diminish. We’re all 
hit in various ways with the reality that our financial value is 
less than what we’d like it to be. One of many gifts of our 
Scholar-in-Residence weekend with Professor Feldblum, our 
time with Rabbi Joseph and the ongoing conversations of our 
diverse, spiritual community, is the necessity of taking time 
to focus on the moral values we can bring to the world. In this 
time of financial uncertainty, it becomes even more impor- 
tant to focus on creating a clear moral compass for ourselves 
and our Sha’ar Zahav community. As Pirkei Avot tells us: “It 
is not upon you to finish the task, nor are you free not to 
begin.”

We also are proud to report 
that we were able to obtain permission for all of 330 readings, song lyrics and 
translations in the siddur. 

As you read these words, we hope the book will be on its way to the printer.

this, I have been hard 
at work cleaning out 
my house of chametz 
(breads and grains not 
eaten on Passover). 
Even though I am not Orthodox, I 
always enjoy this ritual. Maybe it’s my 
OCD tendencies, but in cleaning out 
the chametz, I always rediscover my 
home in a new and interesting way. It is 
the kavanah (intention) of the act, not 
the amount of chametz that you find 
that has significance. 

It is with the same intention that we 
have been revisiting the curriculum. 
Last issue I wrote about our goals. This 
issue, I want to describe how and what 
we learn. 

BPSM embraces project-based 
learning, a learning style which is 
defined by: student-directed learning; 
collaboration; an open-ended issue that 
is rich, real and relevant to the students’ 
lives; a multi-disciplinary approach; real 
world use of technology; a long term 
(more than 3 weeks) time frame; and an 
approach that is outcomes-based, with 
an artifact, presentation, or action 
resulting from the inquiry 

This project-based learning style 
(the how) is applied to a set of specific 
themes and learning goals (the what). 
The themes that run on a two-year 
cycle include: 

Sacred time and Space; 

Justice /Tzedek; Voices of Israel/ 
Jewish Expressions; God/Holiness/ 
Prayer/Liturgy; Jewish Journeys; 
People of the Book. The learning goals 
include: History, Diversity, Values, 
Torah/Text, Israel, Life-Cycle and Year 
cycle. Each class focuses on an appro- 
priate developmental aspect of these 
learning objectives. 

Our task now is to discuss what 
works and what can be improved. The 
CEB (Children’s Education Board) has 
held a series of initial meetings on the 
curriculum attended by teachers, 
clergy and the original cohort that 
were so crucial in developing this new 
curriculum. We are working towards 
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developing more concise learning 
objectives and developing more teacher 
training. We are also putting time, 
thought and energy into documenting 
the projects that have been most suc- 
cessful so we can revitalize our project- 
based learning model. 

And where do you, the families of 
BSPM, fit in? Your feedback is crucial 
to this process. Expect a survey asking 
you for your thoughts and concerns 
regarding the curriculum. While 
you wait to receive it, mull over this 
question: What are the most important 
content areas for your child’s Jewish 
education and why? 

As I write this, my Pesach dishes 
have been schlepped out and I am 
gearing up to make my famous 
floaters!! I hope your Passover holiday 
was wonderful and that the spirit of 
renewal has created blessed your life.
